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IT  appeared,  however,  that,  whatever  Taffii  pretended  to 
Ills  filler,  he  intended  nothing  lefs  than  to  live  in  obfenri- 
fv,  for  he  i mined iatcly  took  meafurcs  to  make  his  peace  with 
iheduke,  and  for  that  porpofe  wrote  fcverally  to  him,  to  the 
JDaclu  fk  of  Ferrara  his  wife,  and  to  the  Ihicheis  of  Urbino^ 
7i.\d  the  priiiccfs  Leonora  of  ECte,  his  lifters,  who  lived  with 
him.  He  fays  himfelf,  in  a  letter  |o  the  Duke  of  Urbino^ 
wh )  had  been  feparated  from  his  wife,  that  he  received  no 
anfver  to  any  of  thefe  letters,  except  from  the  princeCs  Leo- 
jn>ra,  who  affnrtd  him  it  was  not  in  her  power  to  do  him  any 
f‘jvlcc;  yet  he  very  foon  fet  out  for  Ferrara;  and  the  writer 
of  Ills  life  makes  no  fcruple  of  aflirming,  that  he  did  fo  at  the 
rcqucll  and  by  the  advice  of  this  lady. 

The  Duke  received  him  with  great  appearance  of  Satisfac¬ 
tion,  and  gave  him  frefli  marks  of  his  elieein:  but  would  not 
reitore  fiich  of  his  writings  a*  were  in  bis  poftefTton,  which  was 
f.'.e  principal  thing  TafTo  defired^  exhorting  him  only  to  lead 
a  v^iiict  and  eafy  fife,  without  attempting  either  to  write  new 
poems,  or  to  corre^  thofe  already  written.  Of  this  Taft# 
complains  in  another  ieicer  to  the  Duke  ofUrbino.  He 
(Alphonfo,  Duke  of  Ferrara),  fayi  Taffo,  endeavours  to  m^c 
me  a  fhamefal  deferter  of  Parnaftus  for  the  gardens  of  Epi- 
turus;  for  feenes  of  pleafore  unknown  to  Virgil,  CatuUiiiy 
Horace,  and  Lucretius  himftflf.'^ 

Hut  whatever  pleaOires  Taftb  renounced,  which  AlphonI# 
folicited  him  to  enjoy,  it  is  certain  that  he  afpired  to  iome 
which  Alphonfi)  would  not  permit:  he  appears  to  have  made 
fomc  attempts  on  the  princefe  Leonora,  whom  he  has  cele¬ 
brated  in  feverai  of  hisverfips;  the  Duke  therefore  deni^ 
him  accefs  to  ben  and  to  the  other  {ninodErsi  hot  wbateWr 
Vol.il  O#  ^  were 
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were  the  Duke’s  lufpicions,  he  did  not  yet  deny  Taflb  his 
protection.  It  is  probable,  however,  that  Ta (To,  •  after  the 
prohihiiion  to  viht  the  princefles,  gave  him  fome  farther  pro¬ 
vocation  on  their  account;  for  the  next  thing  we  hear  of  him  • 
is,  that  he  fled  from  Ferrara  a  fecend  time,  leaving  all  his 
books  and  MSS  behind  him,  under  the  utmoil  apprehenfion 
of  the  Duke’s  refentinent.  He  firfl  fought  an  afylum  under 
the  ’prince  Guglielmo  Gonzaga,  at  Mantua,  but  he  found  him 
decrepid  \vith  age,  and  very  little  difpofed  to  afford  him  pro- 
te  'llon.  Vincentlo  Cmnzaga,  his  fon,  was  better  inclined  to 
him  ;  but  he  was  too  young.  TaHo  therefore  fled  fiijcceHively 
to  i'adua  and  to  Venice;  but  being  in  continual  dread  of  be¬ 
ing  delivered  up  to  the  Duke  of  Ferrara,  he  applied  to  the 
Duke  ofUrbino,  his  brother-in-law,  to  employ  his  good  offi¬ 
ces,  and  once  more  bring  about  a  reconciliation. 

‘  I  The  Duke  of  Unnno  Ihewed  him  great  kindhefs,  and  prol)I 
ably  having  made  f>me  overtures  which  produced  encouraging 
circumflances,  though  without  fuccofs,  advifed  Taflb  to  thro>y 
bimfelf  on  the  Duke’s  clemency,  and  return  again  to  Femra. 
.Tafii),  who  was  now  about  ihii  ty-five  years  olcl,  took  thfr ad¬ 
vice  ;  but  the  Duke  believing,  or  pretending  to  believe,  that 
his  ill  condtiCf  proceeded  from  a  difbrdered  uiiderftandmg, 
caufed  him  to  be  flric^ly' confined  in  the  hofpital  of  St  Anne. 
TafTo  applied  to  the  Duke,  by  every  friend  he  had,  to  releafe 
him  from  this  confinement ;  but.  the  Duke  coldly  anfwercd, 
that,  iiUlond  of  endeavouring  to  procflre  the  enlargement  of 
a  perfbn  in  his  conctition,  they  ought  rather  to  exhort  him  to 
fubmit  patiently  to  fiich  remedies  as  were  judged  proper  for 
him.  Taflb  was  certainly  difbrdered  in  his,  mind,  whether 
ns  the  efledi  or  canfc  of  this  cciifinemeiit ;  be  was  conlckwi 
that  he  laboured  under  flime  clifiemper,  and  he  believed  the 
caufe  of  it  to  be  fiipernatural,  and  fancied  himfelf  haunted  by 
a  fpirit,  that  continually  difbrdered  his  looks  and  papers;  to 
'v^hich^  however,  the  tricks  played  him  by  his  keepers  might 
contribute.  He  continued,  iiotwithflanding,  to  fedicit  the  in- 
terpoiition  of  all  the  ]>owers  in  Italy,  to  wliom  he  could  find 
‘-^rans  to  apply,  particuLtrly  the  Einpri*oi  and  the  Pope,  but 
Avithout  fuccefs.  Put  it  happened,  that  after  he  had  been-a 
prifbncr  feven  years,  his  young  frieml  VJneentjo  Gonzaga,  who 
nvas  then  Prince  of  Mantua,  his  father  Cugliclmo  being  dead, 

•  'came  to  Ferrara,  among  other  grc.at  perlbnagcs,  during  the 
feflivals  and  rejoicings  that  were  held  there  on  the  marriage 
-of  Cccfaf  of  File  with  Virginia  of  Medicis;  Vincentio  great¬ 
ly  diftinguiflicd*  himfelf  on  this  occafion  in  the  feats  of  chiva^ 
'rv',- that  were.ufbal  in  thofe  days.;  ard  taJJng  . advantaged 
tbc'  inHuence  and  honour  ivbich  he  had  thus  acquirrcl^  he 

urged 
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urrecl  Vipliorifa  fo  carneftly  to  fct^TalT^  at  liberty,  that  at’ 
\iii  ciiiileiited,  and  Vincentio  took  him  with  him  to  Mantua,, 
he*  then  in  the  forty-^fecond  year  of  his  age.  ' 

\t  Alr.itua  he  lived  about  a  year  in  great  favour  with  the 
prliicc,  a. id  in  all  the  fplcndor  and  aHluence  which  the  fa- 
vinir  of  great  princes  confers:  but  he  was  weary  of  a  (late  of 
(lt';)eiidetKe,  however  fplendid  and  luxurious,  and  thereforef 
rciMved  to  gvO  to  Naples,  and  endeavour  to  recover  his  mov 
thcr’s  jointure,  which  had  been  ieized  by  her  relations,  when 
he*  went  into  exile  with  his  father  Bernardo:  With  this  view* 
lie  procured  letters  of  recommendation  to  the  viceroy,  and 
having  t  iken  leave  of  the  prince  of  iVlantua,  he  went  Hrd  to 
li  rganio,  where  he  flayed  fome  time,  and  from  thence  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  Naples. 

Al  Naples  he  immediately  commenced  a  fuit  at  law  for  the 
rrc  )vcrv  of  his  right,  and  divided  his  time  between  a  profe- 
C'ltion  of  thot  and  his  lludies.  Here  he  was  lolicited  by  the 
yiiing  Count  of  Paleno  to  accept  an  apartment  in  his  palace; 
'fa Ho  conlented,  but  finding  it  not  agreeable  to  the  CounPa 
father,  the  prince  of  Conca,  on  account  of  Taflb^s  former  atn 
tachinent  to  the  family  of  Salerno,  beuveen  whom  and  Conca 
there  had  been  an  hereditary  enmity,  Taflb  withdrew  not 
only  from  the  palace  but  from  Naples,  and  retired  to  Bifaccio, 
with  line  Giovani  Batifla  Mania,  with  whom  he  had  con  trail¬ 
ed  an  iiiiiiuatc  frieudfliip.  '  .  r 

At  Biraccio  he  lived  in  great  tranquility  » with  his  friend 
M  ndo,  till  the  approach  of  the  winter,  and’ then  they  return¬ 
ed  again  to  Naples,  where  the  ifTue  of  the  law«fuit  was  dill  in 
fifpcncc.  ■  '  •  y 

'1  aiTo,  who  was  now  in  his  forty-fifth  year,  appeared  to 
^lanfo,  while  they  were  at  Bifaccio,  to  be  'afie<fted  with  a 
melancholy,  which  had  very  lingular  cffetfls:  he  therefore 
very  frequently  quedioned  him  about  them,  and  Taflli  told, 
him  that  he  had  a  familiar  fpirit,  with  whom  he  frequently 
and  freely  converfed :  Maufo  treated  this  as  an  illufion,  but 
TalC)  dill  affirmed  it 'to  be  real ;  and  telling  him  that*  the 
fpirit  would  meet  and  converfe  with  him  the  next  day;  in¬ 
vited  him  to  be  prefent.  Manfo  coining  at  the  hour  appotnc* 
ed,  faw  Tadb  fix  his  eyes  with  great  eariiednofs  i»f>€»n  a  win-' 
dovv,  and  perceiving  him  to  continue  without  motion,  hci  cal-' 
led  him  levcral  times  by  his  namet  Taflb  made  no  reply, 
at  length  cried  .qut  with  great  vehemence,  There- is 
friendly  fpirit  that  is.come  to  converfe  with  me ;  look  and  be 
convinced  that  what  I  have  faid  is  true.’'  Manlb  looked, 
without  fome  furprile,  but  faw  iv^^hing  except  tl*e  lUB-beaina 
Which  Ihone  through  the  window:  he  wia Juft  going  to  aUt 
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where  the  pretended  fpirit  wts,  when'  he  was  prevented  by 
TadVs  fpeaking  mth  great  earned nefs  to  Tome  imaginary  be. 
ing,  foinetinies  putting  quellions,  and  (bmetimes  giving  mil 
W'crs,  in  a  manner  fo  pleaiiiig,  and  with  fuch  elevation  of  ex- 
prelfion,  that  Manfo  had  no  defire  to  interrupt  him;  thereon; 
Verriitioii  at  lad  ended  by  the  iiippored  departure  of  the'fpi. 
fit;  when  TaiPi,  turning  round  to  his  friend^  aiked  if  hit’ 
doubts  were  removed;  to  which  he  made  no  reply/  being  lb 
much  amazed  that  he  glady  waved  all  farther  converfinion 
on  this  fubjecfl,  .  » 

FiUilijig  his  law-fuit  not  likely  to  be  foon  determin«d|  he 
went  iVoin  Naples  to  Home,  where  he  continued  about a  year, 
in  hiu:h  favour  with  Poi>e  Sextus  Quintus;  and  then  went  to 
Florence,  at  the  preifing  invitation  of’Ferdinaiido,  grand  Duke 
of  Tufeany,  who  had  been  cardinal  at  Rome  when  Taflb  firft 
refided  there.  ’  ’  < 

•Having  Ipcnt  about  another  year  at  Florence,  he-  returned* 
again  U)  Naples,  taking  Rome  in  his  way  ;  and  the  old  prince; 
of  Coiica  lieing  then  dead;  he  accepted  an  apartment  in>  the 
palace  of  the  youiig'rount  of  Paleno,  who  fucceeded  hi&i| . 
end  there  applied  hinifelf  to  corret^t  his  ^erufalent  delivered^ 
or  rather  tt>  coinpofe  a  new  work,  which  he  called  the  Jiru* 
falem  coN>frtered,  The  young  prince  of  Conca,  knowing  how* 
frequently  'Pallo  had  eloped  from  his  friends,  svithout  warn* 
ing,  and  being  very  anxious  to  keep  pofleiiion  both  of  the  poet 
^nil  hi''  svork,  carufed  him  to  be  very  narrowly  watched,  which 
Taili>  obierving,  and  being  difplea'fed  at  it,  found  means  tos 
elude  his  diligence,  and  retired  to  hu  friend  Manfo’s,  ^ wherry 
however,  he  Hill  continued  upon  good  terms  with  the  prince: 
of  Conca.  •  .  ^  ' 

His  Jeru falem  eofiqucred  w^as  the  Jerufalem  delivered  al* 
tered,  orratlier  new  WTktcn,  with  a  view  to  obviate  the  oh* 
je(fHons  of  the  critics,  by  a  conformity  to  their  rules;  and  a* 
bout  this  time,  being  now  in  his  forty.eigth  year,  he  pub* 
Jffiicd  his  new  and  elaborate  performance;  but  it  ierved’^only 
to  prove  that  tlie  critics  were  miHaken,  for  it  was  received 
with  much  lefs  approbation  than  that  in  which  he  had  de« 
Iev4?red  hiinfelf  n]>  to  the  enthufialm  of.  his  genius,  and  in  i 
ftort  time  was  almofi  forgoiteiii  It  is  faid  that  he  began  a 
•  third  c'orre<rtion  of  his  poem,  compounded  partly  of 
fiUem  delivered^  M\i\  partly  of  tJixe  Jefufalem  conquered  ^  but 
he  never  coinpleated.  {^o  be  continued.^ 
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\  r.OUT  the  fame  time,  a  report  was  fpread  at  Saamiir^  of 
/  •  the  <lcath  of  Madamoifelle  de  Dauple,  whom  Claude 
11  !(l  -irirricci  in  Normandy.  He  appeared  truly  affected  at  iti 
ii.imediutly  be  put  on  mouniing,  and  fcrupuloufly  obferveq 
all  the  ceremonies  which  ciiflom  has  preferibed  to  widowers. 
H(  ing  thiM  freed  from  his  lirft  marriage,  he  delayed  enter* 
into  a  fecond  no  longer  than  decency  required.  With 
t’.u*  ronfe’U  of  his  mother  and  brother,  a  contra^  between 
l.iin  and  Anne  Alard  was  executed  on  the, 1 6th  of  March 
165^  which  all  the  parties  figned,  and  they  were  xnarried 
the  fime  day.  ^ 

iM.ulani  dc  Chauvigny  feeing  her  eldeft  (bn  fettled  with 
her,  thought  of  nothing  now,  -  but  giving  him  all  podible 
proofs  of  her  affection  ;  and  accordingly,  on  the  third  of  Sep^ 
tenilKT  following,  by  a  (blemn  deed,  (he  made  over  to  hint 
nil  lier  ellato,  referving  only  an  aiinuity*ftir  herfelf,  and  a  po(> 
tion  for  her  fecond  (bn. 

Chiiide  dc  Verre  now  lived  a  happy  life  with  Anne  Alardj 
and  to  the  polTeflion  of  a  fine  woman  M^hom  he  loved,  he 
joined  all  the  pleafures  and  comforts  which  ealy  and  plentiful 
circuniftances  afforded.  *  He  enjoyed  his  fortune  like  a  good 
tnader  of  a  family;  he  managed  his  aflTairs  with  great  oecono* 
uiy,  and  he  even  improved  and  imbcllifiied  his  eftates,  partH 
ciilarly  that  of  Chauvigny  ;  two  children  whom  he  had 
his  marriage  grew  up  under  his  eyes,  and  every  thing  contrii 
bated  to  increafe  the  happinefs  of  the  private  life  he  led.  * 
Blit  all  of  a  fudden,  a  foldier  of  *the  regiment  of  guards 
made  his  appearance  at  Chauvigny,  who  feemed  to  threaten" 
a  reverfe  of  all  this  good  fortune.  He  faid  that  he  waf 
Claude  de  Verre,  elded  (bn  of  Madame  de  Chauvigny  ; 
told  llkewife  a  (lory  ;  he  fpoke  of  a  departure  in  1638  ; 
had  been  engaged  in  adventnres  ;  he  had  been  made  pHfbtie  ' 
^t  the  (iege  of  Valerecanes  :  he  bad  been  exchanged  ;  ant 
happening  to  be  at  a  village  near  Chauvigny,  where  he  heart  . 
that  an  iinpoftor  had  taken  pofledion  of  his  place,  ht^  'had  ixR 
mediately  repaired  thither  in  order  to  diffipate  the  illufion  hj 
his  prefence,  and  to  unfold  the  vvhole  intrigue  of  that  CottH- 
dy,  by  caufing  himfelf  to  be  acknowledged  the  true  ClaticHI 
de  Verre. 


This  dilcourfe  of  the  (bldieris  did  not  produce  all  the  ef^ 
feet  that  he  expe<ffed  ;  for,  whether  people  were  Aill 
Ibaded  that  the  hufband  of  Anne  Alard  was  die  only  and  tm 
^  ^  *  rail 
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teal  Claude  de  Verre  ;  or  whether,  being  fenfible  of  their  er. 
ror,  they  chofe  to  couthme  in  it,  in  order  to  avoid  greater  ini 
convcnicncics  ;  it  is  certain  that  Madame  dc  Chauvigny  mab. 
tained  that  he  was  not  her  fun,  feeing  Ihe  had  never  more 
than  two/  both  of  who^n  had  lived  with  her  f»r  fome  time^ 

The  huihand  of  Anne  Alard  joined  Aladam  de  Chauvigny^ 
and  afl'erted  to  the  folJier^s  face  that  he  was  an  impoftor,  and 
that  he  hiinfeif  was  the  true  Claude  de  Verre  ;  James  de 
Verre  came  to  the  aififtance  of  the  huihand  of  hb  fider*m* 
law,  who,  being  feconded  by  him,  her  huihand,  and  above 
all  by  Madame  de  Chauvigny,  exclaimed  againil  the  ixnpoibire 
louder  than  all  the  rcii,  and  cauied  the  foldier  to  be  entirely 
rejected. 

iiut  things  did  not  bong  remain  in  this  condition,  and  they 
took  in  the  feqiiel  a  very  extraordinary  turn. 

The  foldier  of  the  guards  being  thus  difowned  and  rejccfled, 

S referred  a  complaint  to  the*  lieutenant  criminal  ofSaumurl 
r(l  againil  IVladame  de  Chauvigny,  whole  eldeil  ion  he  dill 
pretended  to  be,  for 'the  bad  reception  which  ihe  had  ^vea 
him  ;  and,  fccondly,  agaiiifl  the  hufbaud  of  Anne  Alard,  who 
had  ufarped  his  name  and  quality,  in  order  tQ  obtain  and  pre* 
ferve  the  pofleiliou  of  his  mother^s  eilate. 

The  lieutenant  criminal,  iu^a  cafe  of  fuch  intricacy  and  iim 
portauce,  was  determined  to  do  nothing  raihlyi  He  began 
with  arrelling  the  foldier  of  the  guards,  whom  he  put  under 
the  charge  of  an  officer  of  hb  court,  ordering  that  he  ihoiild 
be  anfvverable  for  him  ;  then  he  decreed  that  be  ihould  be 
preiented  to  Madame  c}e  Chauvigny  in  hia  prefcnce^  wbt 
ihould  either  own  or  diibwn  him  juridically.  Thb  ordinmee 
was  foon  put  in  execution,  and  Madame  de  Chauvigny  wai 
afterwards  interrogated. 

Was  there  ever  a  more  critical  fituation  than  that  of  ihii 
woman  !  Two  men  prefent  ihemfelvcs  before  her,  both  very 
like  one  another,  each  pretending  to  be  her  eldeil  ion,  and 
t>oth  den^anding  her  for  their  mother.  * 

.  One  of  thefe  men  is  dutiful  and  obedient,  he  has  already 
been  acknowledged  as  her  fon,  and  has  lived  with  her  for  the 
Ipace  of  five  years.  By  this  means  her  heart  is  pre-engaged 
in  hb  favour. 

The  other,  oo  the  contrary',  makes  his  appearance  befort 
her,  fiirrounded  with  all  the  apparatus  of  juilice  ;  and  hb  firft 
9ddre(s  to  her  was  a  criming  procefs.  It  is  true,  he  may 
have  that  mark  on  his  forehead  which  chanuflerizes  the  real 
Claude  de  Verre,  but  he  has  mot  for  her  whom  he'CaU*te 
mother,  either  the  lefpec'l  or  the  affections  (jf  Anne  Alar<P^ 
;  therefore  he  b  not  her  ion.  <4,  ; 
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I'hc  behaviour  of  this  laft  perfon  has  been  quite  different 
towards  her  ;  it  was  not  by  means  of  a  criminal  foie  that  fa^ 
caiiied  her  to  acknowledge  him  ;  if  he  has  not  the  mark 
which  Claude  de  Verre  ought  to  havf,  he  has  ail  his  fenti* 
Tiients ;  therefore,  why  fliotdd  (be  be  induced  to  deftroy  her 
o.vn  proper  work  ?  Should  not  the  hu(band  of  Anne  Alard 
rather  be  her  cldcft  fon  than  this  foldier  of  the  guards,  whd 
has  entered  a  criminal  action  againft  her  ? 

In  the  mean  time,  and  on  the  other  hand,  this  (bldier  of 
the  p;aards  has  the  mark  on  his  forehead,  and  it  is  polfible  he 
may  be  her  fon  ;  in  this  fuppofition,  if  the  hufband  of  Anne 
A1  trd  lias  polTeifed  the  firft  place  in  her  affections,  it  has  only 
been  owing  to  error,  and  to  the  illufion  of  a  mother  too  for- 
cibly  (Iruck  with  a  refemblance,  which  made  her  believe  flifc 
law  in  him  a  dearly  beloved  fon.  But  this  error  and  illufion 
l)eing  now  difl[i|>ated,  w'hy  fliould  this  adventurer  continne  to 
enjoy  the  tendeniefs  of  a  mother,  and  all  thofe  riches  which 
foe  had  bellowed  on  him,  only  on  account  of  his  refemblance 
to  her  f<)n,  which  had  made  her  mtflake  the  one  for  the 
otlier  ? 

h  is  very  true,  that  this  laft  has  cited  her  before  a  court  of 
j'lllice,  in  a  criminal  aCtion  ;  but  then,  if  he  is  her  fon,  muft 
he  not  be  greatly  affected  at  feeing  an  ufurper  in  pofleffion  of 
tlie  good  graces  of  his  mother  ?  Could  he  liehold  with  any 
degree  of  patience,  his  own  birthright  prodigally  lavifhed  a- 
Way  by  ber  on  the  perfon' of  an  impoftor  i  In  this  cafe  can 
be  thought  culpable  ? 

Such  were  the  reflections  of  Madame  de  Chauvigny,  affaiU 
ed  on  each  fide  by  her  duty  and  her  affeeftions,  and  alike  k 
viciiin  to  both  ;  divided  between  her  fon  and  this  pretended 
iinpoltor,  between  the  fubftance  and  the  fliadow,  beiweeti  er- 
rf)r  and  truth  ;  brought  back  to  her  duty  only  by  conftraint^ 
and  becanfe  file  could  no  longer  refifl  the  ftrength  of  the  evit 
dcnce  ;  and  yet,  ftill  fondly  cherifhing  that  objec^t  whieh  had 
firll  awakened  her  tendernefs.  Such  was  the  fituation  of 
Madame  de  Chauvigny,  t 

But,  while  flie  was  a  prey  to  thefe  reflections,  which  pot 
feffed  her  whole  foul,  anil  in  a  manner  dlftiucfted  her  ;  While 
ibc  lieutenant  criminal  of  Saumur  was  al(b  deliberatfeg,  » 
Well  on  the  confrontment  of  Madan^e  de  Chauvigny  with  the 
foldier  of  the  guards,  as  on  her  examination  ;  while  he  wdi 
confidcring  all  the  circumftances  of  this  extraordinary  adven¬ 
ture,  before  he  fbould  give  a  final  decifiem,  he  was  informed 
that  M.  de  Pledfelou,  that  brother  of  Madame  de  Chattvi^ 
who,  in  the  year  1651,*  refufed  t6  acknowledge  the  1l2 
of  Anne  Allard  for  ^  nephew^  waa  then  at  Seuaani^ 
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lie  iimnediatcly  gave  orders,  tliatjthe  foldier  and  M.  dt  PjeJ; 
fcion  fiKiukl  be  confronted  together,  and  t)'iat  the  h^ttci 
Should  afterwards  be  exam  hied* 

Thefe  two  men,  though  they  had  received  no  previous  ao* 
txce  of  the  matter,  no  fooner met,  than  mutually  acknowieig.

Thefc 
horfe^,  w  hich  ai'e  but  of  an  incoaflderable  fize,  and  whole 
fvviftiu'fs  every  fecond  is  equal  to  37  feet,  pafs  then,  at  ea<fh 
)boimd,  over  a  fpace  of  more  than  eighteen  feet,  which  is 
very  near  equal  to  four  times  the  length  of  their  body  taken 
from  the  breaft  to  the  tail*.  It  is  true,  indeed,  that  this 
length  is  more  than  doubled  by  the  exteiifion  which  their 
oniil retched  gallop  gives  their  limbs  before  and  behind.

It  happened 
two  years  after  the  ex  pul  (ion  of  the  tyrants,  upon  an  accolatlon  of 
not  acknowledging  the  g^ds  received  and  worfhippfd  by  the  ftstei 
of  introducing  a  new  religion  »  and  of  corrupting  the  minds  of  the 
youth.  It  were  very, improper  haftily  tojlur  over,  the  fate  of  thit.ee» ' 
febTrtCed  philofopher,  and  not  to  take  particular  notice  of  his  tdry 
Angular  charader,  and  the  principahcircumflances  of  his  life. 

**  Socrates  was  born  at  Athens  in  the  year  of  the  woHd  351^, 
l^tfather  waa  a  (latuary,  a  btihiteTs  t6  which  Socrates  at  firl!  tp. 
I^lied  -with  (ucceis  t  but  the  pbilofopher'  Criton  having  difcofered  hii 
Am  geuins,  called  him  off  trora  that  employmeiit,  and  engogeif  Mai 
Ip  the  ftiuly  of  phtiofophy,  a  name  then  confined  ta  the  partkMtr 
branch  of  it  that  treated  of  the  heavenly  bodies.  But  Socrates  being 
ibon  diG^ulied  with  this  (tudy,  .as  well  on.  account  of  the  dsficoltiet 
attending  it,  and  the  uncerUmty  of  its  coocluHons,  as  of  Its  tinaU  «• 
aility.  in  luiman  Ute,  applied  himfelf  to  another  (brt  of  pbHoibpliy, 
gamely,  the  knowledge  of.  man.  For  this  purpolc,  he  carefiilly  Aedi- 
Cd  the  pafiions  I  was  the  firff  that  fettled  the  notioot  of  go^*  afid* 
•vii ;  and,  is  a  wordj  ia  regarded  as  the  father  of  morel  pkHolepiy. 
lihat  £biencowas  by  him  ffrlpt.of  the  mydery  and  aufterky  m 
It  had  been  tHk  theu.  involved. ,  and  he  inculcated,  its  precepts  with 
fimpJicity  and  modeily.  His  exterior  accompHIbaientt;  were  very  Un¬ 
favourable  to  him,  and  proiniled  nothing  lefs  tluui  genius^  orfiipeiloe 
fienfibilhy*— His  method  of  arguing  was  very,  particular :  Me  begu 
with  interrogating  his  adverfary  like  one  th,^t  delired  to  be  inftndkdi 
Aom  his^^aniwers,  deduced  conclulidns,  thnabrurdity  of  whfth'hiiild* 
vrerfery  was  obliged  to  ackoowieclge,  knd,  in  that  manner,  drew bhir on 
from  one  abfurdity  to  another,  tijl  he  bought  bin  to  ac«|iiletce«o<be 
Cruth  of  the  prp()o(»t}oit  he  wanud.  to  ettabliih.  Hts  hhool  give 
birth  to  ieveral  ofAvhic)i  the  took  celebrated  wfa  that  of  Ihe 
jkcademicUDg .  Xenopimn,  .Aridippus,  and  Plato,'  were  the  molt  £t^ 
syous  (>f  hie  ichoiars,.parikular]y  the  lad.  ^ 

**  Tlie  budoeis  of  philofophy*  by  no'moans  interfered  wtdi  hk  cisf 


duties;  for  he  gave  proof*  on  various  occ.iiIons  of  hie  patriotUireDd 
ooorage,  and  leryed  in.  leverai  campaigns  during  the  Petoponosfisn, 
war,  with  remarkable  bravery,  f  he  virtues  that  principally  *sBiio*‘ 
guKIkd  hit  private  chpra^cr,  were  tempekiance,  integrity,  and 'f  too* 
tempt  of  riches.  On  keing  any  extraordinary  difplap  of  the  inesiis 
«)if  loxurv.and  magnificence,  he  ufed  to  felicitate  himfelf  that  hehsi 
awoocauoo  for  fo  many  tilings,  and  would  exclaim,  'Of  hoW  Uttoy 
Ailngi  Hand  I  In  need  !  He.  inherited  from  his  father  but  a  ver]r'f*dk 
Ibm  0/ money,  which  be  fooo  I  oil,  by  lending  it  to  one  of  hk 
wbo-w^s  unable  Ut  repay  i|.  But  bk poverty  wasacoouuteAby^hks 
rather  an. honour  than  a  dilgrace  ;  and  be  oUlkHately  reluAdr  ti  ac«< 
Capt  of.  the  preferits  of  money  ficquently  i  ffcfcd  him  l^hisifrilUtk*^ 
^vchcUus,  kiug  of.  Macedonia,  in.  order  to^ioduec  him  to  go 
with  him,  made  him  very  magiuficent  offers,  which,  howfvdr Somtcb 
|V||c^ed  without  heiita (ion.  His. virtue  waaalteiidcd  with  Oo  tii^*^ 
i  on  the  contrary,  was,  ofi  mt  e3emoHhgil|. 
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dil^olitiou,  in  bi»  converfntson,  dU'pUyod  oU  (h^ 
j»cri.ina  nff^bility  that  conlUtute  th«  principal  charm  offbciety^  . 

**  Xenophon  and  PUto,  both  hn  (cholar«>  are  thole  UhtiltiroUk  19 
with  inoit  ot*  the  particulars  relating  to  bU  parlbn*  and  difpa&taoA» 
His  dittin^uithiuj;  wa|  a  perfeA  tranqiiiiUsiy  of  Mid^ 

which  enabled  hhn  to  I'upport^  with  patience^  the  molk  tronhiefoTof 
arcidcius  of  life  ;  He  ufed  to  beg  of  thole  with  whom  he  v^ll^  CM* 
verted,  to  put  hlii  on  his  guard  the  nooment  they  {pereewedio  luin  tho 
(rd  emotions  of  anger  {  and^  when  tlKy  did  fo,  he  behaved  with  tbf 
greateti  calmncls  and  docility.  Hit  wile  Xantip]pe«  a  woman  of  |li« 
luoil  whimfical  and  provoking  temper,  afforded  him  liiActeat  opporv 
t,unity  of  cxercifi^g  biy  patience^  by  the  revilingi  and  abole  wilb 
which  (he  was  condantly  loadiug  hln. 

lie.  pretended  to.  be  ^cconrpanied  by  a  genkt  or  familiar 
tiut  counfclled  and  direct  him  in  alh.hh  matters,  and  prevenledhini 
trom  undertaking  any  affair  that  might  turn  to  hkt  dihHlvantage  i  hot 
this  genius  was  certainly  nothing  eife  than  the  accurate  dilcerqmeot^ 
and  prudent  fore-(ight,beffQ'.vcd  On  him  by  nature,  which  enabled -hiot 
to  judge  of  the.cotiicqueqces  of  adiops  ,  and  to  which  be  gave  tl^% 
name,  with  a^^iew,  no.  doubt,  to  make  his  friends  heaiJieo  to  bbjKl^ 
vice  more  readily,  and  ijnpiicitcly.  It^was  hfo  intimate  kaowledgo  oC 
the  hpin^n. heart  and  palTlpnsj.tbat  gay^  11101  this  rceiiiing4pint  of  pjrot 
phecy  i  and  ai  he  deliyaced  bis  pretended  oradi^s  with  4  soyllcijim 
ajr,  and  all  tbe  .pofitijrcqelk.an^  enthuiiUfns  of  a  mail  itirpirad,  it  Waa 
generally  beHevedii  that  .his  knowl^ge  of  futurity  wet  certasQiy4hg« 
geited  to  aifamilUr  fpirit.-^ — By  the  fame*  mean t#  it  wemwef 

very  dif^euXt.  mpt|er  for  every  wile  and  prudenil  iiisn  to  play  the  |aw4 
phet.— After  ajil,:  Speratet^s,  perhaps,  well  cno»^  ploaled^widk 
the  jopiftioQ  enleri^ined  of  Ids  being  Infpiredj  a*  hit  adwee  wonkA 
thereby  hayo.thy.  greater /nf^ority  >yilh  Ui$  rellow  citigtol*  Stfrat 
other  great  men  antiquity,  have,'  frojii  the  ianae  motive,  sAAai^

In  thc<meai\  time,  tbp  fame  of  Sperates  fpread  verj^ftr  s  W 
was,  by  the  Pelphic  ofaclo^  d^Ured  the  wifrll  of  men  ?  Biit>^it  Is  pfWa 
per  to  remark,  that,  this  refpopfe  was  obtained  by  Ms  feboiar  dilcfr 
phoQ,  on  his  aildpg  tha.prlcBcii,  whether  Ihe  knew  any  atoital  eior% 
wife  than,  his  mailer--— Socrates  in  a  fapfeme  d^ree»  tbrtis« 

lent  of  eXoqmnu^  end  reafoning.  Hit  principal  emplnyrdeit  WMbtlwi 
indrufbon  of  chf.youtb#  an  to  which  he  dedicated  alii bkttMi 
tnd.  a.t^tioQ;:  l^e  kept^  however,,  qo  .fix’d  public  lehool^  be^toed^ 
Cfery  oppor.tupity,  without  regard|ug  liuiies  or  places,  el  ieu«iyki|| 
tp  tl>cm  hit: precepts,  and  thal^in  the. mod  eotidng^  and  ntgiemdiMi 
ipaqu*^r«  Hie Jeitmt  were  fo  univerfajly '  relUhed,  thal^  the  MtdNHMh 
he  appeared,  whether  in  the  public  affemhllet,  walke,  enrivad^  hc 
was:jriirrouQ(dcd,wi(liathrong  of  the  mod  illullriouf  khoUrtmiMHMM 
rers.  The  young  ‘itbenians  quitted  even  their  piealttrcai.fu  HAla  pm 
the  di^iui'les  of  Socrate&i  of  which,  what  we  have  menlieMd’dbo^ 
^Icihiades,  ift  a  fignafpro*  ff  Hk  leffu ns,  top,  wereef  tbe^molb 
W  htm;QUfiurym««|  them^  f  »|W 
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cd  at  public  employment*.  He  laboured  chieOy  to  inculcate  temtie* 
ranee,  contincncy,  anti  the  other  virtue*  oF  a  private  life,  to  ittlp^e 
them  with  the  principles  of  integrity  and  julllcc, ;  with  Jove  to  tLir. 
country,  and  a  high  idea  of  the  power  and  goodnefs  of  God.^Hll 
dilcoujfe  with  Kuthydemu*  upon  providence,  tranimitted  to  u»  bv 
Xenophon,  is,  on  icvcral  account*,  a  piece  ofincftimabic  value;  and 
cl'*atly  (hows,  th.it  Socr.itcs  acknowledged  the  univeHc  to  be  the 
Work  of  one  foie  hieing,  whole  attributes  were  infinitely  fuperior  to 
thofe  commonly  applied  to  the  heathen  deities.  From  his  other  diU* 
couries  too,  it  i*  liifticienlly  app.irent,  that  he  fccrctly  entertained  a 
thorough  contempt  for  all  the  Pagan  divinities,  which  he  looked  up« 
on  as  the  prodii(5>ion  of  the  poets;  and  that  he  had  arrived  at  the 
kf^owlcdgc  ^>f  one  t»’iie  G('d  •  .  . 

.  “  It  was  aiK)thcr  objcdl  of  Socrates’s  attention,  to  put  the  youih'on 
their  guard  againli  a  let  prerumpiuous  men,  known  by  the  appeU 
latioii  ot  tbphilh,  who  ailutned  the  name  of  philofophers,  and,  in  the 
e\c  of  the  world,  gave  themfelvcs  airs  of  great  importance,  by  ap» 
pcarinp  alw^ays  attended  *^iih  a  grcit  number  of  fcholars,  to  whom 
they  (old  their  inl^m^ftiou  at  a  very  dear  rate.  They  pretended  to* 
be  adept*  in  every  icience,  and  boailed  of  being  able  to  argue  imme* 
diately,  and  wiihont  befit  ition^  on  any  (ubjeS.  Socrates,  in  order 
to  dilcrcdit  thole  hoalters  in  the  opinion  of  his  countrymen,  made 
ule  of  fevcral  artful  methods  entirely  peculiar  to  himfeif,  and  parti¬ 
cularly  irony,  in  the  employment  ot  which  he  was  very  ikilfdl.  He 
induced  them»  by  an  appearance  of  extraordinary  candour,  to  anfwer 
bi*  (]uellioiu,  whicli  l'ce<ncd  to  be.  very  fimpic  and' trivial';  and  then^ 
by  bis  admirable  (kill  in  diale^ing,  he  very  (bon  confounded  their* 

'  rcat<^»ning  :  He  likevvifc  iiuiuilriuufiy  expofed  *  the  vices  of  thofe 
(quacks  in  fcicncc  ;  and,  by  that  mean*,  I’o  exafperated  them,  that 
they  united  their  endeavours  to  deftroy  him,  and  wcre  vcry  a^Ve  in’ 
procuring  his  condemnation.  »  ' 

“  l.ong  before  his  death,  they  had  prevailed  with  Arift^hanei  the’ 
comic  to  revile  him  on  the  ftage,  in  his  play  of  The  ClouJs^ 

wl'.creia  be  made  him  talk  impicufly  and  impertinently  of  the  gc^t/ 
This  was  done,  with  a  view,  no  doubt,  to  render  him  ridiculous  and 
contemptible  in  the  cyer  of  the  people,  who  would  thereby  be  more' 
readily  iut  lined  to  become  fubfervient  to  the  malice  of  his  enemies | 
tor  thote  (*rl>  attempts  were  certainly  intended  to  found  the  di(pofi« 
tion  of  ihc  people  with  regard  to  him  :  But  the  war  againd  Sicily, 
aj'.d  the  luUltquent  misfortunes  that  came  upon  the  Athenians,  fuf- 
pentbd  the  execution  of  the  grand  defign.  The  city,  however,  had 
no  fooncr  recovered  its  Iranquiltity,  than  Mclitus  exhibited  a  formal 
acculation  ygainll:  Socrates,  confiding  of  the  following  heads  s 
Th.\t  Socrates  rejeded  the  edablifhed  divinities  of  his  country,  and^ 
laboured  to  inlioduce  i.(w  deiiies  in  their  place.— That  bc  Cor«/ 
wiptcd  the  youth,  tearliit  g  tlum  to  defpife  the  fettled  laws  and  6r-^ 
drr  i  i  the  <  ommonw<  nlili  ;  to  i»e  difohedient  to  their  parents  ;  tnd 

to  cenfme  the  govcrnmciu - Such  were  tlic  principal  brflncbtt  of ^ 

tlie  actiilapon  broujjht  by  iVleiitu*  .agairfl  Socrates  ;  cbnfefledly  firf^* 
flckiil,  if  proved,  to  uifc;  a  capital  punilhmcnt*  Biit-iC  wit  dafy  for 
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Socrates  to  refute  them  ;  for  he  had  now  employed  himfelfi  fat  th« 
fpace  of  40  years^  in  inilruifling  the  youth  in  the  Gght  of  all  hit  coua* 
trvinen  ;  during  which  time^  no  pexfon  had  ever  obferved  any  thing, 
in  his  IciTonS;  that  could  give  a  handle  to  fuel)  an  acenfation*  His. 
f.iend«;  however,  exerted  themielves  in  hit  favour.  The  orator  Ly* 
fiis  bellowed  great  lab(^ur  and  Ikill  in  compohng  a  pleading  for* 
hi. 11 ;  but  Socrates  thinking  it  unfuitable  to  hit  charaAer,  declin** 
cd  to  make  ufe  of  it  f  nor  would  hit  magnauimity  permit  him  to 
dcfceiid  to  dCl  the  part  of  a  fuppliaut,  or  to  employ  the  meant  com* 
nmnly  pra<5lilcd  in  thole  days,  to  incline  the  judges  to  pity  •  luch 
as  ])artics  appearing  before  them  with  their  wives  and  children. 

He  appeared  before  his  judges  with  a  model!  confidence  iofpired 
hv  innocence,  and  'behaved  in  a  manner  that  would  have  done  ho* 

a 

noiir  to  any  Cbrillian  martyr. 

Plato  has  preferved  to  us,  under  the  title  of  The  ApeUgy  of  Socra»* 
t:Sy  the  chief  arguments  infilled  on  by  hkn,  in  anlWer^to  the  accuia* 
tion  of  Melitiis,  of  wliich  we  (hall  endeavour  here  to  deliver  the  fub* 
llir.ce  :  \mOy  He  affirmed  that  he  had  been  often  feen  ofiPering  facri* 
fices  to  the  gods,  both  privately  in  his  own  family,  and  publicly  in 
thi  temples  ■  That  in  lilleuing  to  the  i'uggefiions  of  a  parti* 

ciii  ir  (pirit,  or  divinity,  he  introduced  110 novelty  into  religion  ;  finer 
sll  other  men  who  confult  the  flight  pf.birds,  and  the  appearance  of 
the  entrails  of  bealls,  thereby  Ihow  their  belief  in  divination,  and  a 
firm  perfuafion,  that  the  gods  do,  in  that  way,  dilcover  their  will  and' 

pU  ifure. - 3r/0,  That  fo  far  from  employing  himfclf  about  impious. 

lectrehes  into  natural  caufes,  the  foie  objeA  of  his  (ludy  and  inflruc* 
tioiis,  had  been  to  fix  the  proper  (landard  of  manners,  and  the  con* 
(liicH  of  human  life.  ■■■  -  410,  Th^t  fo  far  from  teaching  dangerous  doc* 
trines  to  the  youth,  he  called  upon  inch  of  his  fchoiais  as  happened 
to  be  prelent,  to  bear  teflimony,  that  he  had  endeavoured,  00  the 
cotUi  aiy  to  perluade  them,  that  it  was  of  infinitely  more  importance^ 
to  apply  their  care  and  attention  about  their  minds,  and  what  paft 
within  their  breads,  than  about  their  bodies,  or  any  temporal  ac* 
<]u*rements  ;  that  wealth  did  not  bedow  virtue  s  but  that  virtue  wat^ 
the  lured  road  to  wealth,  as  well  as  to  every  other  valuable  enjoy*, 
ment  in  life. — ^5/#,  That  if  his  having  leldoro  allided  at  the  public^, 
allemblies  of  the  people,  when  deliberating  on  the  aflPiirs  of  the  rc-^ 
public,  were  imnuted  to  him  as  a  lault>  he  referred  to  his  behaviour  ^ 
in  the  different  campaigns  in  which  he  had  ferved,  as  fufficient  demon* 
dration  of  his  z^l  for  the  welfare  of  his  country  ;  having  bravely 
and  faithfully  maintained  the  pods  committed  to  him  tt  Pottdta^  ^ 
Amphipolis,  and  Delium  i  and  he  put  them  in  mind,^  t^t  in  the  fe*  , 
he  had  oppofed,  to  his  utmod,  the  lentence  pronounced  tgainik^ 
the  ten  commanders,  after  the  epgagement  of  .‘\rgcnttlz  i  He  ac* 
knowlcdged,  that  the  fa(niliar  fpirij  which  bad  condantly  attended, 
him  from  his  infancy,  had  always  redraioed  him  from  meddling  wiih^ 
the  bufiuefs  of  the  republic.;  and  lie  ^pred  his  beli^f^.that  if  he  had  ^ 
delpifid  its  fuggediont  on  that  head,  he'  fliould  long  ago  have  toil  hk, 
life  ;  fincc  it  is  certain,  that  whoever  it  imprudent  enough  to  <|ppp^ 
the  will  of  a  whole  people,  whCA  bent  d^coxuautlinf  Injiiflkc,  never

At  Leeds,  after  having  c  omplcated 
his  114th  year,  Robert  Ogleby,  the  not¬ 
ed  old  Tinker.  It  appears  by  his  re- 
gider  that  he  was  bom  at  Rippon,  the 
i6th  of  November  1654;  to  corroborate 
which,  his  own  account  of  himfelf 
rat  he  was  put  apprentice  in <668,  to 
one  Sellers  a  braziLr  in  York,  when  be 
was  14  years  old;  fv-rved  him  fcvcn 
years  in  that  capaciiy,  and  two  years 
more  as  a  journeyman ;  then  he 
buiinefs  for  himfelf  - at  Rippon,  whick 
he  carried  on  five  years,  and  failed; 
after  which  he  went  to  Hull,  and 
wroughtjourney- work  there  four  years, 
when  he  entered  into  King  James's 
fervicc  ;  was  fent  ‘  with  the  regiment 
into  Ireland,  where  he  changed  his 
mailer,  and  was  among  the  number  oT 
thofe  who  fought  under  King  William 
at  'the  battle  of  the  Boyne  in  169::^ 
where  he  faw  the  Duke  of  Scliomberg 
falL  He  ferved  about  23  years  longer 
in  the  army  in  different  places,  and 
was  difeharged  after  the  peace  of  Ut¬ 
recht,  but  having  neither  wonnds  *nor 
infirmities  to  plead  for  him,  he  got  no 
pcuiiun,  fo  he  refumed  his  old  trader  or 
rather  took  up  the  new  cnc  of  tra¬ 
velling  brazier,  v’hichhc  continued  till 
within  four  years  of  his  death,  and,  at 
the  amazing  age  of  110,  would  carry 
his  budget  20  miles  m  a  winter  day» 
and  do*lua  hufinefs  with  as  much  ala¬ 
crity  as  any  other  man  at  5^  But  iiS 
foon  after  grew  infirm,  and  u  as  obliged 
to  give  up  the  itinerant  tiade  he  had 
carried  on  for  above  fO  yezrt%  and  take 
to  begging.
